Very often, though, when the Kurds 
have made numerous prisoners, the Tur- 
comans swept away a number of Dur- 
guezli, with a view to exchanging them 
against their friends. There are at pres- 
ent here in Mubammedabad half a dozen 
Turcomans captured at different periods, 
and awaiting redemption by their friends. 
They are all heavily ironed, each having 
an iron collar around bis neck, and a 
hoop of the same material encircling his 
waist. From both depend chains jKitb- 
linlcs a foot long, like those of French-gal- 
ley slaves, and attached to the wrists and 
Ankles.
